Whether yon or any other zealous 
Christian wear the same kind of dress 
•a mine, la not in my understanding of 
the Scriptures, any Jnst cause for dis- 
owning and e*. communicating mem- 
ber* or the same fraternity. Such a 
course of conduct is plainly described 
In God's Word as burotry and phnrleee- 
lam, with a lack of charity. This I 
have neither commanded, endorsed, 
nor practiced. My conscience will not 
permit me. I am such an ardent ad- 
mirer of "eharUy." I humbly trust I 
practice It In ibis and all Christian 
service. 

Were I to "try to please everybody" 
as to my dress, I miss It widely. My 
"dearest earthly friends" would be 
better pleased and gratified if 1 were 
more fashionable "Costly array ■ nas 
been offered me as an inducement 
against it. To that 1 say, "No indeedl 
plain, neat, simple aud comfortable 
dressing is scriptural— often as an ex- 
ample ; a "sign ;" and one of the helps 
to vital piety." Unhappily some were 
only a "wolf in sheep's clothing"— an 
error of the person and not of its true 
principle. All eminently pious people 
are usually plain and simple in their 
dress. 

Neither the church of my choice 
nor any human Influenced me as to my 
"modest apparel." Jehovah Jlreh did 
it In this miraculous way I Some years, 
ago I was afflicted by accidental causes 
resulting in my experiencing a genuine 
"spiritual captivity." of which a long 
continued article was published. 
While the hand of God was then upon 
me, every sin, hidden or Known, array- 
ad themselves before me. I clearly saw 
their htdeouaness in myself and in all 
around me. Then I felt that "godly 
sorrow which workelli repentance to 
aalvatlou not to be repented of." 

In my heart, with Its natural king- 
doms and strongholds of sin (common 
tolheliumnn family, in some beset- 
ment or other : ) in this "chamber of 
imagery," I was heartily convicted of 
the Insidiousneas of the love of dress. 
Strange to say comparatively few agree, 
or seem to realize that thev love it. 
But It is a convincing (act when once 
they escape its delusion. 1 have long 
since seen It* evil tendency far and 
near ; and in obedience to the convic- 
tions of an en lightened and Illuminated 
conacienca, I neither desire fashiona- 
dreas any more, nor do 1 admire It on 
professing Christians. Vain and use- 
less bodily adornment U out sin , and 
as vou say, "Are there not many evils 
just as disagreeable surrounding us on 
every hand V With a stentorian voice 
I replv. Truth 1 my dear sister. 

It is a Christian's duty to (i<nl to 
strive to remove every sin. the caunc as 
well as the effect, it has never been 
my belief or practice to war upon one sin 
more than another, nave it be a beset- 
ting one. Some persons direct their 
attacks mainly upon the surface until 
the "little foxes" slyly "spoil the vines." 
Several years ago some of our church 
members (both Conservative and Pro- 
gressive ) asked me to become less 
plain. My answer then as now : "1 
was by a special providence convicted 
that "modest apparel" is scriptural ; 
was and am tired of fashion and vain 
drees ; never expecting to return to It 
any more, even if all the church change 
their minds upon, this subject." 

I regret to know that both Conserva- 
tive and Progressive divisions have 
otherwise worthy members who violate 
this divine Injunction : Not to "adorn 
themselves with gold," Ac— Tim. 2: B- 
10. Their forbidden jewelry could be 
sold, giving the proceeds to some 
needy preacher, and other good works. 
I dedicated all mine to God in that 
way ; and although, at times, my 
pecuniary straits are very trying, my 
"extremity is God's opportunity." In 
mercy. He net er allows me to "lack 
for any good thing." In this way, I 
often feel that I am drawing interest, 
through a special providence, from the 
the bank ef God in which 1 deposited 
and dedicated the proceeds of my Jew- 
elry long ago. Go thou and do like- 
wise. "Prove all things." 

Speakingof me In Evangelist No. 
10, vou feelingly say : "How I wish she 
might get well and strong. Perhaps 
she might then be able to cl'mb high- 
er, take a broader view of the princi- 
ples of Christian religion.'' To press 
forward toward the mark for the prize 
of the High calling in Christ Jeeus 
is the end and aim of every hour, yea 
minute of my life. Higher, higher! is 
my soul's longing. But I have long 
since attained this height, my dear 
My personal knowledge of 
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abiding Inward peace, that were! of a 
demonstrative sod, iboutlng kind I 
would exclaim, I fat we that my "Be- 
deemer liveth I" "my soul doth magnl 
fy the Lord j" bleat the Lord, O my 
soul, and forget not all hi* bent«U /" 

Often these beatitude* so fill my In- 
most aoul, that by the wonderfully sup- 
porting grace of God I am enabled to 
smile at the storms of trials when I see 
them approaching. And when I am 
sorrowful. I ever see the "silver lining 
tothe clouds." Through sunsbt ne and 
shadow God is ever my strength, light, 
life, counsel, refuge and anchor. My 
communions with Him In spirit are 
aweet and precious to my soul. 

Providence permits not a few .trial* 
upon me, because they are avenues 
through which come renewed truat 
and supreme faith in the goodness, 
mercy, justice and wisdom of Almighty 
God. I do most eagerly desire all 
God's creatures to come to a full and 
deep knowledge of "the truth at it la 
in Jesus"— the merits of a crucified 
Saviour and Redeemer— the hidden 
riches of secret place*." To really 
know and understand God's wonderful 
works and ways with the children of 
men, la but to love and sincerely wor- 
ship Him at hi* just homage 
and service. To do this ac- 
ceptably, "search the Scrip- 
tures; "fear God and keep hit com- 
mandments," not only the ordinances, 
but those also which apply to the sins 
of the tongue, thought* as well as 
deeds. This embraces a large Held, 
but Ihe good Lord never requires im- 
possibilities of any, nor more than one 
day's work at a time, observing this 
injunction : "Wliatsoever thy hand 
nndetb to do, do it with thy might; for 
the night coroeth when no man can 
work." It is conclusive that- God it 
not that hard task. master some will 
have it. Simple, described duties is 
the dally programme, bringing In the 
sure reward to the diligent, persever- 
ing and faithful, of "great peace" and 
"joy unspeakable" here; and an 
"abundant entrance" into the "man- 
sions'' of bliss hereafter. Happv 
truth I who would be so foolish and 
unwise as to miss such a grand, gloii- 
ous privilege? 

Nothing has any power to shake my 
faith In that Invisible, omnipresent 
Being ; but us the "fervent, effectual 
prayers of the righteous avalleth 
much,'' 1 earnestly ask them every- 
where to remember me in their dally 
prayers. At present my health is poor 
fluctuating, with not a few trials. Am 
just now recovering from one of my 
recurring sick attacks. My resilient 
nature enables me. at Intervals, to 
pluck up fresh courage and energy fur 
whatever my limited strength permits 
me to do. When inactive 1 am a slave 
to circumstances. I am sure that in 
God's own iierfect time and nay I shall 
again bask In the glorious sunshine of 
His favor. 1 enjoy sweet foretaste of 
It now. A long and varied experience 
has taught me great and valuable 
things in this line. 

Conclusively, as I have long been 
satisfied and settled in mind that my 
Progressive brethren and sisters are 
just as good ''at heart" as any of the 
others, I do love and regard all their 
worth > members In each division a* 
Indeed being of the same heavenly 
family. Men's lines of demarcation do 
not separate me from this Christian 
bond and sympathy. Each branch bit 
Its foibles as well as Its exempt ariueas. 
Where one boosts of perfection in one 
thing, there is imperfection In some- 
thing else. None are Immaculate ; 
and are guilty of presumptuous sin 
when acting otherwise. But to mv 
oft- underrated Progressive brethren 
and slaters I again say : "Fear not lit- 
tle flock," God's loving kindest to you 
has been repeatedly proven that you 
are not their inferiors ; for If you have 
one fault, they unmistakably have their 
kind also. 

Could we have an outpouring of the 
Holy Ghost throughout the divided 
Brotherhood, all this ugly, selfish spirit 
that "I am holler than thou," would be 
swallowed up in charily, patience, for 
bearance, and 'unfeigned love" for 
each other. What a spectacle for 
angels to behold. The other, what 
ridicule and infidel effects upon the 
worldling! 

That the Lord may have mercy upon 
ail of us, leading each one from the 
crooked to the straight ; from darkness 
into his marvelous light. Is the heart's 
breathing of.

Antioch Ohwefc. 
There was a committee appointed at 
the district meeting last year to inves- 
tigate the proceeding* of the Antioch 
chnrch. The article I wrote for the 
KrANOXLttT In February 1886 giving 
an account of the "Gospel atone plat- 
form" adopted by the Anttoeh church 
caused the committee to be appointed. 
The committee appointed at that time 
was R. H. Miller, D. S. Kaylor and S. 
Lee krone. From some cause this com- 
mittee did not come until the nth 
Inst. This year there was a request 
sent to the district meeting by the dea- 
cons of the Antioch church for a com 
mlttee. The adjoining elders, with the 
committee of tost year, wen appointed 
to visit lb* church. Two of the origi- 
nal committee were present, Kaylor 
and Leek rone, and three of the adjoin- 
ing elders, Wright, Baker and Crum- 
rine. D. S. Kaylor was moderator and 
John Wright, clerk. The moderator 
announced that the first business would 
be a consideration of the article pub- 
lished in the Evangelist. He draw 
the paper from his satchel— It teemed 
to have been very carefully preserved, 
and proceeded to read the "Gotpel 
alone" agreement. At the close of the 
reading both elders made speech- 
es in which they tried to convince the 
committee that they were not respon- 
sible for the "gospel alone platform," 
and that they were now, and always 
bad been, dyed In the wool annual 
meeting men. Wonderful power bat 
the A. M. over the words, acta and 
even the conac lenses of some men. 

The moderator said, they bad no ob- 
jection to the phraseology of the lan- 
guage, for tbe church bad always been 
governed by tbe Gospel. And if the 
church simply meant to reiterate this 
faith in the Gospel, it was all right, 
but if It waa Intended to give aid and 
comfort to tbe Progrettlvea, it was all 
wrong. The committee decided to aik 
the church whether site would work 
with the general brother hood —come 
under the ruling of A. M., 1 suppose 
was meant. Each member was Inter- 
rogated, All answered In the affirma- 
tive, I think, except Bro. Daniel Heiney 
and myself. We told the committee 
that we would continue to stand on 
the Gospel alone platform. 

After the committee had concluded 
Its work, one of Its members banded 
a paper to Bro. Heiney that closes thus, 
"That A. M. baa decided that tbe gos- 
pel Is a perfect law to govern the 
church in all things necessary to salva- 
tion. Therefore In harmony with these 
sentiments we ask all members to work 
to that end, or otherwise, we could not 
hold them In church fellowship." 

If the agreement formulated by Bro. 
Heiney, and published by me in the 
Evangelist In February 1886 Is not 
an agreement sufficient "to work to 
that end" then you need not "hold 
them (me) in church fellowship." 

NOTES 
Elder John Wright suiterccds elders 
Joseph and Abraham I^eedy, I under- 
stand, in the oversight of the Antioch 
church. 

The Antioch church seemed to take 
but little Interest in .committee meet- 
ing, not more than one-fourth of the 
members being present. 

Elder D. S. Kaylor teems to tie the 
right man In the right place to enforce 
A. M. decisions. 

Elder John Wright is mild and gen- 
tle, and tries to be right in principle as 
well as name. 

Of all ttw> members that were rein- 
stated by the "compromise" only three 
voted, and only one agreed to the A. 
M. clause." 

Elder Joseph Leedy Is going to A. 
H., and talks of locating in Kansas. 
He Is well satlsffed with tbe decision of 
the committee, I bear.
